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LIBRARY DEVELOPMENT IN INDIA 
S R RANGANATHAN 


[ Gives a picture of the fully developed library personality of India. At 
present, the school library system is under developed, college library system is not 
giving much service, but university libraries are developing fast. Development of 
public library system began in Madras and Andhra Pradesh from 1949. Though 
each district has its library system, implementing of the Library Act is being impe- 
ded. Bombay has made a new experiment. In the other States, library projects 
have begun to work in the Second Five Year Plan. Development of business libra- 
ries is just beginning. Systematic documentation service is being attempted by 
the INSDOC and the Libraries of the Ministeries of Labour.and Law. ] 


0 Sectors of Library Development 


The library development of India will be reviewed in this paper 
in three broad sectors. These are: 


1 Academic Library System, consisting of School; College and University 
Libraries; 


2 Public Library System, consisting of District Library Systems, State Central 
Libraries and National Central Library; and 


3 Business Library System, consisting of Commercial Libraries, Industrial 
Libraries, and Government Departmental Libraries. 


This paper does not deal with other kinds of libraries, such as 
manuscript libraries, archival libraries and libraries for the blind. 


01 LIBRARY PERSONALITY OF INDIA 


In my Library tour, 1948 : Europe and America ( 1949 ) giving an 
account of. the impressions and reflections produced in me when I 
was a guest of the British Council, I concluded with a picture of the 
full library personality of India which, I wished, ‘should be developed 
by 1960. This picture has been worked out in detail, on the basis of 
the census of 1941, in my Library devélopment plan: Thirty-year pro- 
gramme for India ( 1950). The theoritical foundations of this develop- 
ment plan are applicable eventoday. The only matter in which the 
Picture in that book should be brought up-to-date is in respect of the 
present political map of India and the present census figures. The 
full picture of the library personality of India present the following 
features :-

1 Academic Library System 
11 SCHOOL LIBRARIES 


School libraries form the weakest group in the Academic Library 
System. Many schools do not have libraries at all. There is little 
book fund in most libraries. My suggestion is as follows: There 
should be a District School Library as a wing of the District Library 
in each district. The District School Library should pool together 
the book funds of all the schools in the district. This library should 
send collections of books to the different schools and keep them 
exchanged periodically. In addition to this, each school library 
should also be allowed to have a basic permanent collection of books, 
maps, and reference books. This will make the school book fund of 
India go the longest way. The school librarian will have only refe- 
rence service todo. For this, a person trained asa teacher and asa 
librarian should have charge of a school library. 


12 COLLEGE LIBRARIES 


Most of the colleges have some books and a place where these 
books are stacked. Few colleges have reading rooms attached to 
their libraries. The University Grants Commission will have to 
rectify this defect. It will also have to help the colleges to build an

adequate text book library and make it available for use for long 
hours on all the days say from 7a.m.tol0 p.m. Perhaps, the ulti- 
mately economic course will be to help the colleges to put up library 
buildings according to the latest functional design. 


13 UNIVERSITY LIBRARIES 


Inthe Academic Library System, the university libraries were 
the first to develop. Active libraries were established by some of the 
universities about thirty years ago. In the Second Five Year Plan, 
the University Grants Commission is providing considerable finance 
to strengthen the stock of reading materials. Some rationalisation 
is necessary in the utilisation of the grant in the most profitable way. 
The Commission is also helping the universities to erect the library 
buildings. Library architecture is somewhat new to India. The 
Commission should, therefore, help in the functional design of univer- 
sity library buildings. Since 1950 the renaisance of the country is 
reflected in the development of a considerable research activity in 
most of the universities. Therefore, the endavour of the University 
Grants Commission to help the development of university and college 
libraries is of great value. 


2 Public Library System 


21 SERVICE LIBRARIES 


The Public Library System was hardly thought of till about 30 
years ago. The Madras Library Association, founded in 1928, actively 
promoted library consciousness among the people for about 20 years. 
The Andhradesa Library Association and the Kerala Library Asso- 
ciation also worked in the same direction. This led to the enactment 
of the first Public Library Act in India viz the Madras Public Libra- 
ries Act of 1948. This Act implied a new experiment in public 
library organization. It brings the cities as well as the rural areas of 
a district under a single District Library Authority. This was the 
result of certain difficulties in providing for library rates under the 
Act. However, this is incidently an experiment worth pursuing. 
All the districts have now formed their Central Libraries. Many 
have also established branches. They are in the eve of reaching 
villages and hamlets through librachines. It has been found from 
experience that the proceeds from the library rate and the matching 
ground from the Government can provide satisfactory library service 
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only for about one-third ofa district. To cover the entire district, 
the library rate should be trebled. But the tax pattern in the country 
is now such that a local body cannot increase the rates. This is 
a serious situation to be considered. It occurs to me that the pre- 
sent tax-pattern indicates that: 


ae =o ef a U6lCUS 


1 The library rate should not be increased; 


2 The grant from the State Government should be twice the proceeds of the 
library rate; 


3 Thecombined preceeds of the library rate and the grant from the State 
Government should be used only for recurring expenditure on staff, purchase 
of current books, and up-keep; and 


4 The grant from the Central Government should meet all the capital expen- 
diture for buildings, fittings, furniture; librachines, and initial stock of 
books. 


The amount allotted for the development of the Public 
Library System in the Second Five Year Plan is not being properly 
used. I feel that not even a quarter of the sum reaches the people in 
the form of real service. This implies a great wastage. A sum of 
nearly two crores of rupees is subjected to this wastage. I very much 
wish that the Planning Commission examines this wastage, takes pro- 
per advice, and plugs all the leakages. Roughly speaking, the wastage 
is traceable to: 


1 The distant Delhi having too much control and direction ; 


2 The handing over of the administration of this new form of 
social service to a century old, rigid educational beauracracy which has 
no library sense as it is shown by its failure all these hundred years to 
provide libraries in the thousands of schools under its control; and 


3 The library fund being canalised through serveral agencies 
in an unco-ordinated way, with the resu)t that one locality is sought 
to be provided with libraries independently by three or four agencies, 
whereas many localities go without any provision by any agency. 


Moreover, whatever is being achieved will be short-lived, unless 
the library system is properly designed on the basis of comprehensive 
special library legislation, and the implementation of the Act is left to 
the competent and enthusiastic care of an independent Library 
Department in each state, which can be worked with single minded 
enthusiasm by well-trained and experienced members of the library

profession. The book hunger of the people of renascent India is 
unmistakable. It is rapidly gaining in intensity to promote public 
opinion to spot out the present delays, callousness, and indifference and 
protest against the abuses current today in the library provision in- 
tended by the Library Act and by the Planning Commission. It will 
be wise to set the matters right, before the public is driven to the 
necessity of taking the matter into its own hands. 


22 STATE CENTRAL LIBRARY 


A State Central Library has been provided in Madras and 
Andhra Pradesh under the Library Act. Ina few other States, it is 
functioning under some administrative measure. But no where has 
the State Central Library been allowed hitherto to discharge all its 
necessary and legitimate functions. They are being strangled by the 
red tape being unwound ceaselessly by the Department of Education 
which does not have and cannot have a proper library sense. It is 
trivial administrative matters that loom large. They hold up every 
forward step. The larger social purpose of promoting library service 
to the public is prevented from being pursued. This cannot be recti- 
fied unless the State Librarian is a professional man of good persona- 
ilty, resourcefulness and drive, has direct access to the Government 
like any other head of department and is directly responsible to the 
Minister for Education in each state. If this is done, he will develop 
the copy-right collection along proper lines; he will bring out the 
periodical State Bibliography in the most up-to-date and helpful styles; 
he will be able to effect 79% economy by giving centralised classifi- 
cation and cataloguing service; he will establish a vigourous inter- 
library loan so that books are not collecting dust in shelf of some 
libraries, while the same books are needed for use by serious readers 
in some other locality; he will be of real help to each District Library 
Authority to energise the development of the district library system; 
he will be a real and useful guide for the District Library Committee 
naturally made of the common man ina democracy like ours; and 
indeed he will hasten the day when the library personality of India 
will be fully dowered and enabled to become a source of entertainment, 
information and inspiration to all the people of India, so that our 
public affairs are run in a key of much higher efficiency than now. 
23 NATIONAL CENTRAL LIBRARY 


As far back as 1948, the Special Committee on the formation of 
the National Central Library appointed by the Government of India 
approved a scheme for the establishment of the National Central 
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Library. Atits meeting held on 7 April 1948, this Committee had 
only one substantial item on the agenda. To quote from its minutes 
“The functions of the National Central Library were taken up for discussion 
on the basis of Dr. Ranganathan’s memorandum, etc’, The second meeting 
was held on 14 May 1948. Then also the only substantial item in the 
agenda was “Consideration of Dr. Rananathan’s Memorandum on Building, 
Contact Libraries and Union Library Legislation”. We are now in 1958. 
Two general elections have come and gone. Weare still to see that 
any substantial step is taken. In 1949 the Vice-Chancellor of Delhi 
University had a misgiving that the whole Memorandum and the Draft 
Union Library Bill might be lost amidst the archives of the Ministry 
of Education. He, therefore, had the memorandum and the draft bill 
printed in the Library develoment plan : Thirty-year programme for India 
(1950). Ashe feared, the memorandum appears ‘to have been lost 
or at least withheld from the Planning Commission and from com- 
mittees and the authorities of high level, concerned with the subject. 
It is hoped that these authorites will find access at least to the above- 
mentioned book published by the Delhi University and take positive 
steps along right lines to establishand develop the National Central 
Library without further delay. 


3 Business Library System 


In regard to the development of the Business Library System, 
the Ministry for Natural Resources and Scientific Research has taken 
postitive action. The Textile Research Institutes have been helped to 
develop a good library service. The Indian National Scientific 
D>cumentation Centre (INSDOC) has been established to publish 
documentation lists. The IJnsdoc list has been coming out regularly 
twice a month since 1954. Steps are also being taken to publish perio- 
dically a documentation list of India’s output in the scientific field. 
These documentation aids will in due course help in the avoidance of 
wastage in country's research-potential by un-intended and unwanted 
repetition of one and the same piece of investigation. They will also 
enthuse the promising men of the younger generation to devote them- 
selves whole-heartedly to scientific resarch, both in the fundamental 
and in the applied fields. 

Among the Government Departmental Libraries, mention may 
be made of the valiant work being done by the Library of the Ministry 
of Labour & Employment in bringing out a monthly documentation 
list of articles appearing in periodicals in the field of labour and allied 
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3 problems. The Ministry of Law also has started similar document- 
n ation work. It is hoped that the library of every other Ministry in 
gs the Centre and in the departments and the secretariates in the various 
2 State Governments will come forward to help theadministration and 


the development of the country by similar documentation service, 
In October last, the Ministry of Commerce and Industry held a 
seminar on Productivety Drive. That seminar gave top priority for 
developing documentation work and documentation service as a 
necessary aid to increase the productivity not only in the industrial 
sphere but also in the sphere of the governmental administration. 
May the finding of the seminar prove to be a true index of the things 


to come in the development of India’s library personality. 
4 Library Polity 


Library science has thus to help school education, college 
education, research and education in university, social education, 
industrial research, commercial interest and work in government 
department. To conserve the national resources in general and in 
the litrary sphere in particular, there should be a department at 
state-level to co-ordinate all forms of service and to centralise many of 
the impersonal routine and technical operations in each State. At 
the head of this department, should be the State Librarian. He 
should be an experierced member of the Jibrary profession with 
vision, drive and personality. He should be able to maintain a high 
tone in the service rendered in each library of the State, by advice 
persuation and inspiration. But unfortunately a wrong tradition has 
been developing in this country during the last few years. Library 
organisation and department are set up as if social education were the 
only or the chief province of the library service in the State. In this 
matter the Union Ministry of Education has been systematically 
giving a wrong lead. The implementation of the Madras Library Act 
also put the development of library service on wrong rails. This has 
been most unfortunate. The Department of Education uses all kinds 
of specious arguments to protect what it feels to be a vested interest 
of its own. 





5 An Appeal to the Minister 


The above mentioned trend is strangling the development of 
library service and making the set up of library service a ritual rather 
than a reality. Huge sums are now being wasted on jeeps and petty 
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red-tape work by the persons appointed to run the library show. The 
members of the profession are shoved into the lower most ranks. No 
initiative is given to them to render reference service, to organise 
library extension work and to build up book collection in intimate 
relation to the needs of the clientele. 


In other words the money voted for libraries does not reach the 
public in the form of actual library service even to the extent of 
30 n. p.in the rupee. This situation should be corrected immediately. 
It is only Ministers that can take a whole view of situation. They 
should rise above the shakles and the misdirections showered on 
them by the bureaucracy. They should seek the help of enlightened 
and experienced librarians who are known to have a proper grasp of 
the way in which library service should be organised and made to 
reach each citizen in the true measure of his needs. 
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WHY AND WHAT OF INDEXES IN 
BOOKS AND PERIODICALS 
B. N. SHASTRI & S. P. PHADNIS 


[ Surveys the position regarding the provision of indexes in books, periodicals, 
annual technical reports etc. in the field of science and technology in India. 
Reveals that not all publications are provided with indexes, and where indexes are 
provided, the indexing practices are not uniform. Emphasizes the need for stan- 
dardization and makes reference to the efforts initiated by Indian Standards 
Institution. ] 


1 Introduction 


The continuing expansion in the rate of publication containing 
scientific and technical information has emphasized the need for 
efficient forms of indexing as a means of information retrieval. Spe- 
cialists are compelled to rely increasingly on data given in indexes and 
allied compilations in their search for published literature, and several 
non-conventional methods are being developed to overcome the 
problems presented by the great flow of information. 


Indexing practices in India, necessarily, merit study. The 
number of scientific publications issued in India is by no means large. 
In recent years, however, there has been a notable increase in pub- 
lishing activity. Besides, publications in Hindi and in Indian regional 
languages have begun to appear, and their number will undoubtedly 
increase in the near future. It is necessary for this reason to build 
up, even now, healthy codes of practice with regard to the provision 
of user aids in publications. Not only should indexes be provided, 
but attention should also be directed to determine the nature of 
indexes appropriate to each class of publication and the efficiencies 
of different indexing systems. Librarians and information officers 
should keep themselves abreast of the growing literature on indexing. 

The results of a survey of indexing practices as pertaining to 
books, periodicals and annual reports published in India have been 
presented inthis paper. The survey is by no means exhaustive; it 
may be taken to be indicative of the practices in vogue. The system 
of indexing, the relative merits of different indexing techniques, and 
problems of indexing have not been dis:ussed in this paper. 

In what follows, the term ‘index’ is used in the general sense of 
aid to the indication of the position of information in a book, periodi- 
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cal or other publication which a user consults for obtaining the infor- 
mation he is looking for. 


2 Survey and Findings 

The material available in the Library of the Council of Scientific 
and Industrial Research was consulted; visits were paid to a few local 
libraries for obtaining additional data. 


21 BOOKS 

One hundred books, which are frequently consulted by users 
professionally engaged in the collection and dissemination of scientific 
information, were examined. A period-wise and subject-wise break- 
down of the books examined is given in Tables Iand II. It would be 


seen that about 25 per centof the books, many of them published by 
Government agencies and scientific organizations, do not carry indexes.

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22 PERIODICALS 


Ninety-nine periodicals which are currently consulted in the 
CSIR Library were covered by the survey; out of them, 53 issue annual

Some periodicals are provided with indexes only of authors, 
some with indexes only of subject entries. Some carry separate 
indexes of authors and subject entries; in some, the entries relating to 
authors and subjects are treated in one sequence. 


7 A few peculiarities in indexing practices have been noticed 
. during this survey. Among them the following may be mentioned; 
the contents of each issue of the periodical are elaborated, and an 
author index is provided annually; a subject index is not given. In 
some, the contents page of each issue are collected together and 
- included towards the end of the annual volume in the place conven- 
tionally occupied by the index. Some periodicals carry indexes in 
which all entries of authors and subjects are given in one alphabetical 
sequence, the names of authors being included under ‘A’, very few 
periodicals publish cumulative index; in one case. each volume is pro- 
vided with a cumulative index for all previous volumes plus a general 
index for the particular volume issued during the year. None of the 


periodicals is provided with special types of indexes, e. g. index of 
trade names, index of structural formulae, etc. 





" Regarding the choice and rendering of entry elements, the pra- 
ctices are even more diverse. These have been dealt with in a sepa- 
rate paper. 
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23 ANNUAL TECHNICAL REPORTS 


Very few of the annual technical reports examined contain 
indexes. Reports issued by some of the scientific organizations con- 
tain information on a wide variety of research projects and are consul- 
ted as source materials for answering enquiries and for other purposes. 
The provision of indexes to such reports appears to be most necessary 
if the information stored in them may become available to users. : 


3 Need for Improvement 


This survey, which may be taken as covering a representative 
cross-section of scientific publications issued in India has shown that 
with regard to both the provision of indexes and the codes of practice 
of indexing, there is need for improvement. In the context of the 
growing scientific activity in the country and the need for providing 
all aids for the retrieval of research information, the problems of 
indexing need to be investigated and indexing practices standardized. 


The ISI has taken a lead in the preparation of standards for 
indexing. A standard for preparing alphabetical indexes, which has 
now been finalized, lays down rules for the indexing of books and 
periodicals; rules have been formulated for the choice and rendering 
of entry elements, index numbers for locating information in the 
text, featuring of entries, consolidation of entries in continuous or 
display forms, etc; the standard includes a section on terminology and 
recommendations on the mechanics of indexing. The adoption of the 





standard will go a long way in facilitating users in their reference 
work. There are several problems of indexing awaiting investigation 
and it is to be hoped that information specialists, publishers and users 
would co-operate in studying them and that, in co-operation with the 
ISI, help in formulating uniform codes of practices for indexing 
various classes of publications in English, Hindi and regional languages. 
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ON READING HABIT IN SECONDARY SCHOOLS 
ANAND PRAKASH SRIVASTAVA 


{Emphasises the importance of school education and the need for creating 
reading habit among students. Describes in detail the aim of a school library and 
the organisation to make the library the centre of the intellectual activity of the 
school. Suggests various methods to achieve this objective.] 


0 Call of the Motherland 


The prosperity of our country depends on posterity. The 
importance of developing capable leaders for the present and the 
future is apparent to any student of contemporary iife. Therefore, it 
is the religion of today’s educationists and obligation of the state that 
gifted pupils must be led to follow careers in science, agriculture, 
business, education, research and government. It is not tens or 
hundreds that will suffice, but millions of capable hands, are required. 
Unless we produce millions of capable hands, our country will starve 
and perish particularly due to the population pressure. 


1 Creative Education and Reading Habit 


Creative educationis the only hope for getting the required 
worthy personnel. When we look to the modern trend of education 
and evaluate the new educands of any stage, our hopes fall. Our gif- 
ted infants who are found to be quite intelligent are left miles behind 
in comparison to the educands at secondary stage of the West. The 
reason is obvious. In the race of formal education we give only 
transmissive but not at all creative and pragmatic education. There 
are various reasons for it. Since there are various reasons, there are 
numberless remedies too, to correct the situation. One of such re- 
medies is the introduction of the habit of personal investigation. The 
art of personal investigation requires self-study to be followed by self- 
thinking and analysis. This kind of self-study ie. to read at one’s 
own accord, requires a habit; this is technically known as Reading 
Habit. 


11 PATHOLOGICAL CONDITION 


The popular meaning of “Reading Habit” is reading for the sake 
of pleasure andinformation. There are children, adolescents, gradu- 
ates and post-graduates; leaving their formal education due to one 
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reason or the other. Out of these people 80% will probably never open 
a book for this or any other purpose. The nature of their employment 
may be one of the reasons. But it is no justification; because most of 
the teachers, whose nature of employment is education, seldom read 
themselves. One of the solid reasons might be the availability of ready- 
made entertainments, which appeals and attracts more than enter- 


tainment through reading. But it cannot be stated to be the worst of. 


the reasons. Reasons should also be traced tothe blank atmosphere 

at home i.e., homes having no books, children never seeing the parents 

reading, even the newspapers. The result is that people say : 
“Throughout my formal education I had been taught to comprehend but not to 


interpret, to summarize but not to extend, and only to cram for the examinations 
and not to remember for ever”. 


21 TEACHER'S JOB 


Under these circumstances, is it obligatory on the part of teachers 
to encourage the ‘Reading Habit’? The answer is “Yes”. Because, 
teachers of a nation are the architects of its destiny. It is their job 
to unveil and develop the talents of educands. It is the duty of a 
teacher to awaken interest and inspire enthusiasm. A teacher will 
never challenge this assignment. 


The teachers and the librarians will have to join hands because 
“If a library is to be used effectively in the educational programme, 
librarians must not only be teachers, but teachers should also be 
librarians”. 


2 Organisation for Reading 


If we accept the permise that children are being neglected in our 
schools then it is our responsibility as teachers to take steps to 
improve instruction and motivation. Reading programme in our 
schools should be based on a developmental philosophy of education. 
This implies that efforts should be made to enable pupils to achieve 
success in reading from the very start and that continuous progress 
should be assured through the introduction of suitable reading mat- 
erials of numerous kinds at every stage. A more important thing is 
the employment of regular evaluation and re-evaluation devices. 


21 GIFTED AND RETARDED 


We should be extremely cautious in recognising the various kinds 


of students. Two of them are most important ; viz. gifted pupils who. 
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are already in habit of reading and come from families having an edu- 
cational atmosphere; the second category shall be of all those lacking 
in above qualities. It should be seen that the pupils of the first cate- 
gory are not held back in reading until their class-mates are brought 
to that level; on the other hand such pupils should be allowed to 
progress at their own rates of learning. 


3 Aims of a School Library 


1 To provide materials to supplement and enrich work done in subjects taught 
in the class-room; 


2 To guide pupils in their choice of materials of learning ; 


3 To provide materials to arouse and satisfy the great variety of interests a 
child may develop; 


4 To develop in pupils skill and resourcefulness in their use of books and to, 
encourage the habit of personal investigation; 


5 Tocultivate reading habit for deriving pleasure and information through 
the use of library resources; 


6 To provide experience in social and democratic living and 
7 To give practice to pupils in the use of ready reference books. 


31 SIZE OF A CLASS 


It will not be possible to reduce the size of a class due to present 
economic conditions and the growing urge for eudcation inthe society. 
Nor will it be desirable to postpone the Reading Programme till 
economic presperity is achieved. The only way out is to divide the 
class into various “Reading groups’ and choose group leaders in 
rotation. 


4 Mutual Expectations 


The organization for the cultivation of “Reading habit” has got 
three parties : 
1 Pupils; 
2 Librarian and the Library ; and 
3 Teachers. 
Each of the above parties have certain expectations from each 
other in the way to progress in the object. 


41 THE PUPILS EXPECTATIONS FROM THE LIBRARY AND THE 
LIBRARIAN 


411 LIBRARY 


1 Generous collections of books, magazines, maps, pictures and audio-visual 
materials;

5 Devices for Cultivating the Habit 


After having analysed the mutual expectations in the trinity of 
Librarian, Teachers and Pupils, let us concentrate on the possible de- 
vices to cultivate Reading Habit. 


51 LIBRARY HOUR 


In school time-table, one Library Hour in a week should be allot- 
ted to each class. The class-teacher should be appointed the teacher- 
librarian. He should take his pupils to the library reading room. 
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With the help of the librarian, reference books of various kinds 
should be introduced tothe students. They should be given ency- 
clopaedia articles for their reading. It is desirable for the teachers of 
a secondary school to sit together and prepare a list of suitable books 
for reading by the different grades of pupils. This will avoid dupli- 
cation and give planned reading for different grades. It will also start 
the chain of progress to be made at secondary stage. 


We should not forget that the physical condition of books 
suggested should be attractive. The subject of books should be of 
interest to the pupils. The contents of these books should create 
analytical thinking inthem. The books should have attractive illus- 
trations. The following other activities should have a place in Library 
Hour. 


1 Poetry hour may sometimes be held during library period. 
This shall be a time for enjoyment and students will search through 
poetry books. 


2 Story hour; The teacher or the librarian should tell or read 
stories or plays ina style that the pupils become spell-bound. It will 
give them the power of speaking and expression. 


3 Some free time should be given to pupils for browsing to find 
things of their interest. It will give an opportunity to know their 
books, 

4 Classics should be introduced gradually. 

5 Current news-materials and magazines should also be 
introduced. 


6 Biographies of great men in all fields should be introduced. 


Unfortuately most of our teachers themselves lack reading habit. 
If they are asked to conduct these items, within a couple of years they 
will themselves inculcate this habit. 


52 PUBLIC LIBRARY ASSISTANTS 


This is one of the ways for developing interest in school library. 
But this opportunity will not be available to all the students. Unless 
there is some money behind it, students will feel bored. It is sugges- 
ted that poor students of higher standing should be given this chance. 


53 STUDY CIRCLES 
Study circles should also be organised in the higher grades of a 
school. The idea should be to create personal thinking and analyti- 
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cal approach to the problems. The students should be asked to give 
detailed comments. Their comments should be studied psychologi- 


cally and proper action should be taken to uproot if any defficiency 
is found. 


54 PROPERLY EQUIPPED LIBRARIES 


It is most essential that the library of a school should be well 
equipped. It must have good collection on all interests, biographies, 
properly illustrated books for secondary stage, year books, encyclo- 
paedias, maps, periodicals etc. 


55. OPEN ACCESS 1N LIBRARIES 

The fear of the loss of books should now no more occupy a 
dominating position in the eyes of management andaudit. Theft isa 
common evil in all societies. Fear of theft should not deprive the 
majority of students from the advantages of open access. The Secon- 
dary Education Commission has recommended open access in school 
libraries. It enables a student to have free access to books, to learn 
to handle them and to browse at their leisure. One school—the 
Madras Christian College School—has reported its experiment of swit- 
ching over from the closed access to open access system. Their report 
is quoted below for the benefit of other schools, which should profit 
from this experience. 

“Until four years ago, the school library books were kept in 
closed shelves, and so,.many of the good books, remained untouched. 
There was a general fear that it would be unsafe to leave the shelves 
open. On the other hand, it was felt that it was essential that the stud- 
ents. should be given a free access to the library to enable them to 
consult books before borrowing them. So, four years ago the library 
was converted into an open access library. This has made it possible 
for the.class teachers to refer the boys to reference and other books 
which they can look up during the class library periods or at other 
times. It was now found necessary for the efficient working of the . 
library to get the services of pupil librarians who could, in turns, take 
on the duties of issuing and receiving books and also dusting the shel- 
ves. Our experience of four years is that students can be trusted and 
that a system based on responsibility and trust is, in the long run, 
more efficient and in expensive”. 


56 LIBRARY ACCOMMODATION AND ATMOSPHERE 


The school library must be a homely, comfortable, spacious and 
workmanlike place. It must have an atmosphere, the essentials of 
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which are quiet and beauty. So that the very atmosphere should 
attract the students. Properly decorated and arranged library shall 
be used often and for long hours. It should be the job of the manage- 
ment to see that the school library does not lack any of these factors. 


57 CONTROL ON PUPILS FOR READING 


It is necessary to have some checks so that the objective is not 
lost. We fix the percentage of attendance, a candidate must fulfil. 
Likewise there should be 50 marks allotted for general reading by 
each pupil in every class) There should be a form of ‘Book Credit 
Report’ which should be filled by the students soon after he has 
finished a book. This completed form should be’ examined by the 
class-teacher. Each book should be allotted five marks. -There shall 
be ten books in all to be completed in an academic year. The marks: 
earned bya reader should be added to his examination’marks. © Ie 
shall be necessary to fix up 40% i.e. 20 out of 50, fora pass. Ifa: 
candidate fails to achieve 40%, he should cover it during the yacations, 
and his promotion should be held up in want of this condition.

58 OVER-WORKED CLASS TEACHERS 


It is well known that the class-teachers in our secondary schools 
are over-worked, Apart from the teaching work,.they, have.to do, 
clerical work i.e. realisation of monthly dues, calculations of atten- 
dance etc. It is my suggestion that one additional clerk shouldbe ' 
provided in each school, which shall cost about: Rs. 90/- per month. , 
This clerk may be assigned the job of collecting dues throughout the. 
month on scheduled dates. He should also calculate the attendance . 
and other requirements. In place of this monotonous piece of work a , 
class-teacher should be assigned the task of creating Reading Habit. ~ 
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INDIA’S LEADERSHIP IN LIBRARY SCIENCE 


This kind of assignment to a class-teacher will bring out good 
fruits. The teacher will enjoy it, the taught will be benefitted and 
the nation will be profited. The dividends shall bein the inter. 
national field to maintain peace. The problem isso important that 
if I were an educational administrator, the first charge against the 
budget, would be for the library.

INDIA’S LEADERSHIP IN LIBRARY SCIENCE 


S. R. RANGANATHAN* 


[ Describes Dr, Ranganathan’s address tothe members of the Delhi Library 
Association at the Modern School, New Delhi on 28 August 1958. Analyses the 
achievements of India in the field of Library Science and the leadership it has 
achieved in the international sphere. Points out the responsibility of the Indian 
librarians to retain this leadership which has been challenged by the inactivity of 
the Indian library profession. ] 


1 Inactivity at National Level 


Dr, S. R. Ranganathan quoted several instances at the Inter- 
national level where India was given an opportunity to undertake 
the work as the representative of Asia; and in spite of repeated 
requests made to the Indian Library Association, the Association 
had not cared to replytothem. This inactivity of the Association 
had to be observed by the profession. Dr. Ranganathan brought 
home to the audience that in other countries there was activity at 
the national level and inactivity at the international level. But in 
India, there was idleness and inactivity at the national level itself. 


2 India’s Achievement 


Dr. Ranganathan stated that the International bodies like FID, 
IFLA were anxious to give representation to India and take her 
advice in library matters but India’s idleness and inactivity in library 
matters had kept India back in what it had already achieved. The 
younger generation, therefore, had to do hard, devoted and united 
work so that the present inactivity did not continue further and 
made India lose her leadership in library matters. Dr. Ranganathan 
explained that India’s contributions in all branches of library science 
were original and scientific, and had influenced the library-thought 
throughout the world. An Int- national Study Conference on Classi- 
fication held at Dorking (England) in May 1957, discussed some of the

contributions of India and recommended their adoption at the Inter- 
national level. India had, therefore, to shoulder greater responsibility 
not only to contribute further to the subject but ate retain ier 
position in the International sphere. 


3 Unscientific outlook 

Dr, Ranganathan was amazed to read in the: iamenal to » the! 
Indian national bibliography brought out recently after 2 years work, 
that transliteration in Roman script from Indian languages was easier, 
than into Nagri script. The boot was on the other leg, Even the 
Indian techniques forged and developed in India and accepted by 
other countries were not introduced in our country due to the igno- 
rance and indolence of a few persons in the profession. Such unscienti- 
fic attitude was bound to put the profession in the wrong track. 


4 An Appeal 
Dr. Ranganathan appealed to the Indian librarians to work 

together and contribute their mite to the development of library: 
science in which India had acieved the leadership even among the. 
so called developed countries of the world. He warned them that 
the leadership attained by India through hard work and single-minded_ 
devotion of a band of workers, had been threatened by the inactivity’ 
of the Indian Library Association and the profession asa whole. He 
expressed hope in the younger generation who had to be informed 
tightly and properly at all levels about the development of library 
science in our country and its influence throughout the world. 





REALISTIC APPROACH TO LIBRARY SERVICE 


S.R. RANGANATHAN* 


[ This is an address delivered by Dr. Ranganathan to the members of the: Delhi. 
Library Association on 25 September 1958 at New Delhi. It gives an elaborate 
analysis of wrong approach to library service. Describes the realistic appreach to 
be followed in various spheres. ] 


1 Library Service 

Dr. Ranganathan stated that library service was organised at 
different levels after the Independence of our country. He quoted 
certain anecdotes regarding realistic library service inthe past. He 
saw in a village of Kerala, years back, the only literate person, reading 
to illiterates newspapers at 10 p.m. undera lantern. That was an 
instance of realistic library service.

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Ww4 REALISTIC APPROACH TO LIBRARY SERVICE 


The Madras Library Act was in fact a realistic approach to 
library service. But after 10 years of its working, certain defects had 
come to the forefront. That made it unrealistic for certain purposes. 


Dr. Ranganathan then referred to the role’ of readers. He 
stated that due to the increase in the production of literature, children 
had developed curiosity and were keen to find books by themselves. 
That was a change which had come to new generation. 


2 Help to Reader 


Dr. Ranganathan emphasised that people’s approach to library 
service was real but it contained onedefect. People were not consci- 
ous that library service was their right. It was because they were 
not accustomed to that. Some 30 years back univetsity graduates 
used to help themselves with books without the aid of reference 
librarian. But realistic approach had made it obligatory for the 
library to offer help to readers in their pursuit of research. There 
was no pressure from the public for realistic library service. In U. K. 
it took six to seven decades for people to learn this pressure. In Dr. 
Ranganathan’s opinion, it could develop in one generation in India. 


3 Reading Material 

Turning to reading materials, Dr. Ranganathan stated that in 
Madras State, school authorities charged fees from students for library 
service. Nobody knew what was being done to the fees. One 
parallel instance was Mr. Buck, an American, who having taken 
charge of physical education in Madras visited schools after schools 
and created interest among students for taking exercises. In about 
15 years time, he was able to influence the Government to pass a rule 
that money collected for physical education should not be spent on 
other items. The Madras Library Association, according to Dr. 
Ranganathan, passed several resolutions urging the Government to 


attend to library needs. Dr. Ranganathan said that was not reaslistic 
as compared to Mr. Buck’s efforts. 


4 Book Fund 

In university libraries, book fund did not exceed three digits. 
Some 30 years back the University of Madras had a budget of Rs. 
10,000, of which Rs. 6,000 was spent on staff. Later it was increased 
to Rs. 70,000 which was a big amount during those days. Dr. 
Ranganathan observed, that today when even lakhs of rupees were 
given as grant to libraries, books were purchased and piled up simply 
to spend the amount. That was norealistic approach. At least Rs. 
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20,000 should be spent on man-power which no one realised. That 
was a realistic approach. 


5 Staff 


Even among librarians, the realistic approach was to have per- 
sons with good personality, psychological background, and literary 
talent. It was unrealistic to fill up posts with all sorts of people. 


6 Management 


Another unrealistic approach was to invite quotations for every 
book in a library. Certain libraries asked for maximum discount which 
resulted in pushing in useless books towards the end of the financial 
year. The realistic approach for selecting and purchase of books 
would be to spread over this work throughout the year and not 
towards the close of the financial year, Even the purchased books 
are piled up far behind the racks, not to be noticed by any one, That 
was unrealistic. The management had, therefore, to be educated. 
This could be done by creating public opinion through press, group 
meetings etc. which Delhi Library Association should do. The duty 
of a librarian was to show realistic approach to library service.

INDIA. LABOUR & EMPLOYMENT (Ministry of—): Labour 
literature—A bibliography, 1951-57, (Ministry of Labour & Employ- 
ment, Bibliographical Series, 1). 1957, 27 cm.X21 cm. Ixxii+327p, 
Ministry of Labour & Employment, Government of India, New 
Delhi. ‘ 


Bibliogtaphical activities in the. field of humanities and social 
sciences are slowly taking roots in our country, Labour literature : 
A bibliography is one of the important contributions in this field. 


This bibliography with about 2,400 Entries pertaining to publi- 
cations and important articles, and covering the period 1951-57, has 
documented 194 periodicals which include dailies to semi-yearly publi- 
cations. Out of the 194 periodicals covered, 120 are Indian and 74 
foreign periodicals, a list of which along with their periodicity of 
publication, has been provided at the end of the bibliography. 
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It is worth while to mention some of the special features of this 
compilation which make it more useful. The Entries have been 
arranged in a classified sequence according to the Colon Classification 
with an Index to class heading given in the beginning. The Labour 
schedule of the Colon Classification has been redesigned and expanded 
to meet the requirements of micro-literature. This has been success- 
fully accomplished on the basis of the Five Fundamental Categories. 


The Index to class headings is a very notable feature of this biblio- 
graphy and is commendable for its featuring and technique. The 
Ihdex lists the class headings under the names of the countries too. 
This naturally enhances the utility of the bibliography. For it helps 
the usér to scan through the material pertaining to individual coun- 
tries in which he may be interested. This indexing might have 
proved all the more helpful since the bibliography was primarily 
brought out for the use of the delegates to the Fourth Asian Regional 
Conference of the International Labour Organisation. Shri P. N. 
Kaula should, however, have thrown more light on indexing by 
comparing it with co-ordinate indexing in his Introduction. 

The Library of the Union Ministry of Labour & Employment 
is one of the best organised libraries in Government of India. It is 
very progressive in its outlook towards the intensive library service 
and is publishing catalogues of its holdings, monthly Documentation 
lists on Labour problems and Labour awards and adhoc bibliographies. 
It is hoped that this valuable tool- produced by Shri P. N. Kaula and 
his colleagues, will help in spreading library services for wider 
dissemination of knowledge. 


This bibliography has the blessings of the Minister for Labour & 
Employment and Planning. Incidently it also shows that activities 
in the field of documentation and bibliographical work when sponso- 
red and supported by enligltened top management, yield good results. 

“<—- bibliography | is “essentially a tool forresearch work. More 
patitcalaty so if it isin a printed form. From this points of view, this 
bibliography leaves much to desire. We, however, can easily over- 
look this deficiency or other minor omissions in this bibliography as it 
has been compiled and released only in three weeks time for an Inter- 
national Conference, and that too without the assistance of any addi- 
tional technical hands. Shri P. N. Kaula and his colleagues have thus 
set an example for other libraries.

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94 Indian National Bibliography 


The first issue of the Indian National Bibliography was released 
on 15 August, 1958 by the Central Reference Library, Calcutta 
under the General Editorship of Shri B. S. Kesvan. 


95 Institute for Training in Library Science 


The Government of India is establishing an Institute for 
training in Library Science in Delhi. This was first announced by 
Dr. K. L. Shrimali, Union Minister for Education, while inaugurating 
the Conference of the Delhi Library Association last year.. The Insti- 
tute will consist of a Director, five lecturers and other necessary staff. 
It will be a part of the Delhi University and will be -under the aca- 
demic and administrative control of the University. The office of the 
Director of the Institute and that of the Head of the Department of 
Library Science will be combined. 


96 Copyright Board 


The Government of India has set up a Board consisting of 
three members with Shri P. Satyanarayana Rao, Member Law 
Commission as the Chairman.

B. N. Lokur and Dr. A. M.D. Rozario. The Board has been set 
up under the Copyright Act, 1957. It shall work as a civil court for 
certain purposes whose proceedings shall be deemed judicial. 


97 Degree Course in Library Science 


Aligarh University has instituted a post-graduate Bachelors’ 
Degree Course in Library Science from 1 August 1958. The University 
has already been conducting a Certificate Course in Library. Science 
from 1951 and has appointed two full-time Lecturers in Library 
Science. 


98 Dr. Ranganathan’s Tour 


Dr. S. R. Ranganathan, Patron of the Delhi Library Association, 
left for the United States and Canada on 16 October 1958 at the 
invitation of the International Conference on Scientific Information, 
FID, American Library Association and the Canadian Library 
Association. Dr. Ranganathan is expected to be back in India‘on 
17 December 1958. His Programme includes visits to Paris, Frank- 
furt and lectures to the Library Schools at Atalanta, . Tallahassee, 
Nashville, Lexington, Chicago, Cleveland, Syracuse, New York, New 
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Brunswick, Philadalphia, Baltimore, Washington, and lectures at 
Toronto, Ottawa, Montreal, Glasgow, Manchester and London. 
He will attend the International Conference on Scientific Information 
and FID Conference from 15 to 24 November at Washington, and 
inaugurate the Library Research Circle at Manchester, while he will 
be in Engaland. 

99 Maraimalai Adigal Library

100 Library on Industrial Medicine

The Library herald congratulates Shri Puranik on his new 
appointment. 


105 School Library Club 


A Library Club has been formed by the students of the M. B. 
Higher Secondary School, Rouse Avenue, New Delhi. The Club 
[was inaugurated by Shri S. Parthasarathy, Senior Documentation 
Officer, INSDOC, New Delhi on 23 October 1958. The inaugural 
function was presided over by Shri P. N. Kaula, Librarian, Ministry 
of Labour & Employment, New Delhi and addressed by Dr. G. N. 
‘Kaul, Assistant Education Officer, Municipal Corporation, Delhi, 
Shri Tiwari, Principal of the M. B. Higher Secondary School, Shri 
Uma Shanker and Shri A. S. Tayal, President and Secretary of the 
Club respectively, and Shri Vijendra, a member of the Club. 
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Shri Parthasarathy welcomed ‘the formation of the club whose 
aims and objects were made out by Shri Tayal and stated how 
the reading habit could be created among the children. Dr. Kaul 
stated that it was creditable for the school library to have not lost a 
single book during all these years in spite of the open access He 
suggested that an uncontrolled survey of reading habit among children 
should be carried out by the Delhi Library Association. Shri Kaula 
in his presidential remarks, welcomed the suggestion of Dr. Kaul. He 
made it clear that open access was useful but at the same time a risky 
undertaking without adequate safeguards. He commendéd the work 
of the school library and the librarian and said that the members of 
the Club should induce the entire student-population to be its 
members and help the librarian iri making the library the ‘live work- 
shop’ of the school. He also suggested that other schools should also 
form Library Clubs and then organise combined functions in order to 
create library conciousness among students. 


106 Reader in Library Science 


Shri P. N, Kaula, Librarian, Ministry of Labour & Employment, 
New Delhi and Editor, Library herald has been appointed the Reader 


in Library Science, Delhi University.’ This in the first post created 
in India and that too at. Delhi University which is also the first Uni- 
versity in imparting instructions leading to Master's Degree and 
Doctorate in Library Science. Shri Kaula was also among the first 
persons in the country to have obtained a Degree in Library Science. 


107 Delhi Library Association 


The present session of the Certificate Course in Library Science 
conducted by DLA shall be over in November 1958. The final 
examination shall commence from 17 November 1958. The next 
session of the course shall begin in February 1959.

108 International Bibliographical Conlemne 





An International Bibliographical Conference to discuss the 
problems of national retrospective bibliographies and international 
co-operation was held at Warsaw from 19-22 September 1957 and was 
attended by Bulgaria, Czechoslovokia, German Democratic Republic, 
Hungary, Poland, Rumania, U. S. S. R. and Yugoslavia. 
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109 International Federation of Library Associations 

The Working Group on Catalgouing Principles of FID is con- 
vening a metting in London or Paris in 1959 to prepare for an Inter- 
national Conference on Cataloguing Rules. 


The Inter-Library Loan Code prepared by the International 
Federation of Library Associations was approved for adoption in U. S. 
on 14 July 1958. The Code has been designed to govern the loan 
of material outside of North America and it provides ‘the facility for 


foreign libraries to make their requests for loan through the Library 
of Congress. 


110 International Documentation Centre 


The International Documentation Centre was established 
in May 1957 at Stockholm to promote international co-operation in 
the field of documentation through micro-production, especially mi- 
crofiches. : 


111 Inter-Governmental Committee of Technicians and 
Experts 


At the instance of Unesco, the ICTE in its meeting held 
at Brussels from 28 May to7 June 1958, decided to draft conventions 
concerning the international exchange of official publications and 
government documents between States.* Experts from 29 countries 
and observers from 7 countries and several international organizations 
participated, ' 

112 Conference on Training of Librarians. 

An International Conference on University Training of Librarians 
was held at Prague from 25-27 March 1958. It decided to have uni- 
form basic training for all types of librarians and standardise library 
techniques and terminology. It recommended for ‘greater number of 
exchange of personal, seminars, fellowships etc. 

113 Children’s Literature ; 

At the World Congress of Librarians in 1955, IFLA appointed, ; 
a Sub-Committee on Library Work with Children and Young People. 
The Sub-Committee will translate suitable literature from standard 
works for the use of children. 

114 Documentalists in the Field of Education 

The educational documentalists from European countries met for . 
the third time on 7-12 October 1957 at Unesco House, Paris to discuss 
vatious problems connected with educational documentation. The 
earlier meetings were held in 1955 and 1956. 
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115 Development of Library Science 


A symposium on ‘Recent developments in American Library 
Science and their applicability to the European situation’ was 
held at Brussels from 24-27 October 1957. It was participated by 12 
European countries, U.S.A., FID, IFLA and Unesco. 


OTHER COUNTRIES 
116 Public Library Service in Japan 


Before 1868, Japan had no Public Libraries. The Imperial Library 
(Teik Toshokar) was the first modern Public Library established in 
1872. In 1902 there were 67 Public Libraries ; By 1927 the number was 
4,306 and before the Second World War, 5,080. But War destroyed 
many public libraries and today there are only 725. Japan had the 
Library Act in 1950 which made libraries to have trained librarians. 
There are 4,000 professionals. The libraries have to introduced audio- 
visual methods. There are also 70 Book mobiles-in operation. 20% of 
libraries have also Children's Sections. To promote library movement 
there are three organisations—Japan Library Association, Japan 
Society of Library Science, and the Co-ordination Committee on 
Documentation and Library Services. 


117 Mobile Library Service in Kochi (Japan) 


There are 78 mobile Library Vans in Japan rendering efficient 
library service throughout the country. In a city of Kochi with 
a population of 190,009, only two Library Vans are able to serve the 
people with 23,400 books through 262 Deposit Stations. 

Each Deposit Station is provided with 30 to several hundred 
books for lending purposes. 109,964 persons borrowed books through 
mobile library service in 1957, which is perhaps the highest percentage 
in the world. 


118°Malayan Public Library Association 


The Malayan Public Library Association was created in 1953 
and since its birth it has developed nation-wide library service. In 1956 
it established 79 Chinese and Malay Public Librariesin the Federa- 
tion of Malaya and Singapore. The Association purchased and distri- 
buted 90,000 books to these libraries which number 163. The Associa- 
tion is also holding 1,500 adult classes with the assistance of the 
Government.

119 First Public Library in Afghanistan 


With the assistance of Unesco, Afghanistan is establishing its 
first Public Library at Kabul. 


120 Library Association, London 


In order to provide an opportunity to work in British libraries 
thereby to increase the professional knowledge, the Library Associa- 
tion of U. K. has sponsored a scheme of internships for young 
qualified librarians from Commonwealth and U. S. A. Applicants will 
receive a salarly of at least £575 per year. 15 libraries have so far 
offered 10 internships. Information can be had from the Secretary, 
Library Association, Chaucer House, Malet Place, London. 


121 Technical Universities Library, Czechoslovakia 


The largest technical library in Czechoslovakia is the Techni- 
cal Universities Library. The Library has got several sections. The 
Bibliographical Section brings out abstracts of all technical articles 
appearing in periodicals received from abroad. These abstracts are prin- 
ted on cards under 93 classified heads. A regular bulletin listing the 
latest technical publications available in the public libraries is publi- 
shed by the library. The library also undertakes bibliographical 
research and publishes bibliographical lists. A periodical Technicka 
knihovna ( Technical Library) is also published from the library. 


122 Greek Libraries 


In 1828, Johncapodistria established a National Library at 
Aegina soon after Greek Independence. In 1834 by a_ decree, 
Greek National Library was created at Athensand in 1835, legal 
deposit system was instituted. It has about 8 lakh books, 3,500 
manuscripts, 300 incanabule. 20,000, rare volumes and 1 lakh 
historical documents. The Parliament Library was established in 
1844 and it has 7 lakhs books and 3,300 incanabule and rare books. 
It also contains full collection of daily newspapers dating back to the 
first days of the Greek Independence. The Library of Athens Uni- 
versity was founded in 1926 and has got 2,5000 volumes. Besides 
these libraries, there are 15 libraries attached to the Ministries and 
other Government Departments. There are also a good number of 
libraries attached to academic institutions. But there is as yet no 
provision for training in Library Science. Four ‘workshops’ have 
recently been organised to give practical training to librarians. 
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123 Medical Libraries in Russia 


The largest medical library of its kind in Europe is the Library 
of the Academy of Military Medicine. It stocks 288,500 volumes 
and was visited by 206,666 persons in 1956. The State Central Library 
of Medical Science has got over 10 lakh books and subscribes to 1,400 
foreign periodicals. It exchanges literature with 751 medical organi- 
sations in 6 countries. The library attended to 25,506 oral and 1,940 
written querries involving reference to over 134,000 works and was 
visited by 18,405 readers, to whom 651,232 books were issued. The 
library has the legal deposit system of medical literature. 


124 Rumanian Library Association 


The R.L.A. has been established at Bucharest to raise the 
professional and cultural level of librarians and bibliographers besides 
im proving the library service in Rumania. 


125 Administration of Libraries in Hungary 


A consultative body under the Ministry of Cultural Affairs 
was created in 1933 to co-ordinate the library work in Hungary. 
The National Council of Libraries as it is called, is composed of 25 


prominent librarians, the President and Secretary nominated by the 
Government. 


126 Model Public Library 


A model Public library will be established at Enugu which 
has a population of 60,000. Unesco has provided a grant to the 
Government of Eastern Nigeria for this purpose. 


127 National Library, Cuba 


The Cuban National Library was established in 1901. It shifted 
to its new building on 21 Februrary, 1958. It-can house 1,248,000 
books and 85,316 volumes of periodicals in the 17 floors of its tower. 
Except those in the tower, all the rooms have sound-proof ceilings. 


128 American Library Association 


The 77th Annual Conference of the ALA having a total mem- 
bership of 20,000, was held in'San Francisco from 13to 19 July 1958. 
It was attended by 4,100 members. Dr. Luther H. Evans, Director 
General of Unesco addressed the first session on 14 July, 1958. The 
theme of the Conference was “International responsibilities of the 
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A. L. A.” The Conference revealed that more than 10 lakh books 
go out of 7,500 Public Library Systems of America every day and 
the number was increasing day by day. Dr. Emerson Greenaway was 
elected the President for 1958-59. A. L.A. Liberty and Justice Book 
Awards of $15,000 were announced and presented on 17 July 1958.

The 49th Annual convention of the S.L.A. of U.S.A. was held 
in Chicago from 8-12 June 1958. Mrs. Margaret H. Fuller, was’ 
elected the president of the Association. 
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133 Cataloguing in Source 


The Council of Library Resources, Inc. has provided a grant 
of $ 55,000 to the Library of Congress to conduct a one-year pilot 
demonstration of ‘Cataloguing in Source” in co-operation with the 
American Library Association and other publishers. The object is to 
have centralised cataloguing for books for all libraries. 


134 Mobile Library Service in New Zealand 


New Zealand has only four cities. Its rural area is served 
by mobile library vans. There are six library vans (Librachines) 
visiting 957 libraries in a year, three times each. The mobile service 
is managed by three District Officers and a staff of 40. The vans are 
driven by the field librarians themselves which is a unique feature of 


this service. They have been designed to accommodate at least 1,600 
books.
